The Animal Finally Killed with a Maul and
a FPolnied Mool

RenaxtoN, Pa, July 24 —Last Wadnosdny
two mon namod Hartwelland Esterbrook had
A torciflo tussle with a huge biack bear near
a swamp on the Poeonoe Mountalne, In the
nalghborhnod of the swamp hlackberries are
abundant now and of fine quality, and Hart-
wall and Esterbrook drove thers from thelr
Lomos, sevoral miles distant, tor the purposs
of gathering some of the wild fruit. They
hitelied thelir horss In a plece of woods aa near
to the swamp as they could drive, and with two
ovails nplece thoy wat out in seareh of the binok-
barry patch.
